will visit the current 
Bridgend site, and carry 
out a tender exercise on 
the estimated £100,000 
cost of the units joining 
forces - although the 
amalgamation is expect¬ 
ed to yield cost savings. 

The BCBC cabinet 
members were told how 
the benefits of Bridgend 
as the location for the 
single site outweigh 
those of the Barry loca¬ 
tion - because Bridgend 
has a dedicated, pur¬ 
pose-built facility with a 
wider range of services 
and a greater number of 
staff. 

If the partnership 
goes ahead, staff 
employed in the Vale 
would transfer to 
Bridgend and a new, 
more efficient staffing 
structure brought in. 

A business case will 
now be developed to 
look at the HR, financial 
and legal implications of 
the proposal, before a 
more detailed report is 
presented to the cabinets 
of both councils. 

Coun Mike Gregory, 
BCBC’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for resources, said: 
“We are always looking 
for ways to deliver serv¬ 
ices in a more efficient 
way and this sort of col¬ 
laboration proposal is to 
be welcomed. 

“At the same time, we 
must be sure it is cost- 
effective and, most 
importantly, feel certain 
that a single, super 
CCTV unit will properly 
serve the needs of 
Bridgend county and the 
Vale.” 

There is, however, 
opposition to the propos¬ 
al in the Vale, where 
local MP Alun Cairns 
greeted the news with 
dismay. 

He said: “I am 


appalled to hear that the 
Vale Council is looking 
to move the Barry 
CCTV system to 
Bridgend. Surely, they 
can’t act to move jobs out 
of Barry? 

“Having dealt with the 
CCTV system and team 
in Barry in the past. I’m 
only too aware of the col¬ 
lective local knowledge 
and expertise needed to 
help keep the crime rate 
down, and residents and 
businesses safe in com¬ 
munities across Barry.” 

In a recent column in 
The GEM, the Leader of 
the Vale Council, Coun 
Neil Moore, emphasised 
that it was still only a 
proposal 

He said that any deci¬ 
sion will be taken after 
full consultation with 
staff, the Community 
Safety Partnership and 
with Vale Council scruti¬ 
ny committees.

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Times when it is a real 
privilege to be an MP! 


T here are 
occasions 
when the job 
of an MP is down¬ 
right wonderful 
and a privilege... 

One of those was the 
recent Heritage Dinner 
in the Commons, mark¬ 
ing the 70th anniversary 
of the events of 1943. 

As Chair of the RAF 
All-Party Group, I was 
proud to host eight men 
who had been part of 
Bomber Command. For 
many who lived through 
the Second World War, 
1943 is regarded as the 
turning point of the War 
for the Allies. 

The War in the 
Western Deserts of 
North Africa was won, 
and Allied forces had 
successfully invaded 
Sicily and moved on to 
mainland Italy. 

1943 was particularly 
significant for the RAF. 
At this point of the war, 
air and ground crews 
were operating in every 
theatre of war. Missions 
were supported and 
flown over North Africa 
and Sicily, Axis territory 
in Europe - stretching 


from the Balkans to 
Norway, over the North 
and South Atlantic and 
the Arctic Ocean to pro¬ 
tect supply convoys, 
hunting submarines in 
the Indian Ocean, Red 
Sea and Persian Gulf, 
combating the threat 
from Japan, re-supply- 
ing troops in India and 
Burma and providing air 
defence over the UK and 
Australia. 

The RAF’s global 
reach meant that 55,000 
airmen lost their lives, a 
truly staggering death 
rate of 44.4 per cent. A 
total of 8,500 were 
wounded in action while 
almost 10,000 were cap¬ 
tured and interned. 
These were often very 
young men; the average 
age was just 22. 

On the same night as 
our dinner, 70 years ago 
in 1943, 473 aircraft and 
3,000 aircrew were 
ordered to 

Gelsenkirchen. The raid 
comprised 214 

Lancasters, 134 

Halifaxes, 73 Stirlings, 
40 Wellingtons and 12 
Mosquitos. That night, 
30 of those aircraft did 
not return home, with

Another side to 
Dambusters’ raid 


N OW that the 
Dambusters’ 
anniversary 
has passed, some 
sober reflection is 
called for. There is no 
doubting the excep¬ 
tional bravery and 
skill of everyone from 
617 Squadron 
involved in the World 
War Two raid, includ¬ 
ing a local man, 
Sergeant Yeo, of 
Castleland, Barry, 
tragically killed when 
his plane crashed 
crossing the Dutch 
coast while homeward 
bound. 

What, however, was 
the effect of the raid? A 
devastating loss of per¬ 
sonnel from 617 
Squadron; steel produc¬ 
tion in the Ruhr disrupt¬ 
ed for several months; 
thousands drowned 
from the nearly adjacent 
population, both 


German and foreign 
slave workers - mostly 
Russians and 
Ukrainians. 

So far as I know, the 
latter have no memorial 
to their loss; no indi¬ 
vidual names embossed 
in a church or town hall. 

They, and the mem¬ 
bers of 617, also 
deserve to be part of our 
collective memory. 

They, too, were inno¬ 
cents and also our 
Allies; forced to work 
on a starvation diet and 
subject to arbitrary 
death - before the 
bouncing bombs deliv¬ 
ered further misery. 

Their girlfriends, 
widows, children and 
parents, also grieved. 

Did they ever know 
how their loved ones 
died?

the loss of 200 young 
men. 

It is difficult for gen¬ 
erations following to 
appreciate the often ter¬ 
rifying experiences that 
these crews went 
through, facing possible 
death on every mission 
and losing many friends 
along the way. Seventy 
years on, this has finally 
achieved the recognition 
it deserves with the 
unveiling of the Bomber 
Command Memorial 
last year, and the events 
to mark the anniversary 
of the Dambusters’ Raid. 

I wanted to set out all 
of this information 
because what I really 
want to share is the 
words of my guests that 
evening. Each of the 90- 
year-old men was asked 
to say a few words about 
their service and their 
memories of that most 
awful time. 

One spoke of the debt 
he felt the RAF owed to 
the Merchant Navy, 


because without them 
the RAF could not have 
taken to the skies. He 
talked of the heroism of 
bringing fuel across the 
Atlantic while facing the 
constant threat of sub¬ 
marine attacks. 

Another talked of his 
time as a prisoner of war 
in Colditz and the deter¬ 
mination to get back into 
the fight. 

A third spoke of how 
a senior German officer 
had said that bomber 
command was why 
Germany lost the war. 
Another spoke of the 
denial of the work of 
bomber command after 
the war. 

The fourth talked of 
how young they all were 
and how before each 
raid they would sit in 
silence knowing the slim 
chance they had of 
returning from each raid. 

Only 20 per cent sur¬ 
vived their first tour of 
duty, inexperience was a 
killer. 


The fifth paid tribute 
to civilians. He had 
been shot down over 
Belgium. He walked for 
three days and then 
exhausted and starving 
he had no choice but to 
knock on a door and ask 
for help. From then on, 
until he reached 
Gibraltar and was able to 
return to the UK, local 
people fed, guided and 
supported him at the risk 
of their own lives. 

The sixth was told on 
his first mission that he 
was going to ‘Happy 
Valley’. On a raid over 
Dusseldorf, he watched 
as Lancaster bombers 
above, below and on 
either side of him were 
hit by anti aircraft guns 
and burst into flames. 
When he returned, he 
said that if that was 
Happy Valley, he did not 
want to go on a mission 
to hell. 

The final speaker said 
he did not think that they 
had been any different 
from today’s young peo¬ 
ple in the RAF, proud to 
be part of the service, 
and proud of the work 
they did. 

This was a wonderful 
evening in the company 
of young in heart mis¬ 
chievous, funny, proud 
and dignified wise men. 
It was a night never to 
be forgotten.

Woman drug 
dealer jailed 


A METHEDRONE dealer has 
been jailed for four months at 
Cardiff Crown Court.. 

Natalie Dos Santos, 25, of Heol 
Dwyrrain, Bridgend, had admitted 
possessing class B drugs with intent to 
supply and supplying class B drugs. 

The sentence will run consecutively 
to 21 months she is currently serving 
in Holloway prison for offences of 
actual bodily harm, robbery and driv¬ 
ing with excess alcohol. 

Prosecutor Gareth James said that 
on November 3 last year, police went 
to an address in Lower Church Street 
Pontycymmer, where a party was tak¬ 
ing place. 

They saw a man snorting white 
powder and next to him the bags of 
methedrone worth £260. The man 
said: “They are Natalie’s.” 

She turned up at the house, but left 
in a car and threw away a mobile tele¬ 


phone, which later revealed that she 
had been supplying methedrone on the 
street. 

She was arrested and scales and 
bags were recovered containing traces 
of the drug. 

She fully admitted the offences and 
said she had started supplying because 
her financial situation meant she only 
received £50 a week. 

Mr James said she admitted supply¬ 
ing to friends for about two weeks. 

Her counsel Owen Williams said: 
“She was herself a methedrone user 
but has made good progress in 
addressing her problems. Her release 
date from Holloway is in November. 

Judge Philip Richards told her: 
“Methedrone is recognised as a seri¬ 
ously damaging drug and it has got a 
lot of people into a great deal of trou¬ 
ble and brought violence to many of 
our streets. It is something the courts 
cannot ignore.” 


CANNABIS PLANTS 
FOUND IN SHED 


WHEN police went 
to an address in 
Maesteg to investi¬ 
gate a domestic sit¬ 
uation, they found 
six cannabis plants 
growing in a shed . 

Ross Shaw, 34, a 
father of three of Cwrt- 
y-Mwnwys, Maesteg, 
admitted producing 
cannabis, possessing 
diazapam and steroids, 
and possessing these 
drugs with intent to sup¬ 
ply. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands 
said: “You were buying 
in bulk and selling on to 


other users. It is a seri¬ 
ous matter. Anyone 
involved in supplying 
drugs, risks going to 
prison. I treat you as a 
person of good charac¬ 
ter. 

He was jailed for 10 
months, suspended for 
two years, and made 
subject to a supervision 
order for 18 months. 

Prosecutor David 
Thomas said that when 
the police found the 
cannabis plants, they 
also found a heating and 
lighting system. 

In the house, were a 
number of other drugs in 


tablet and ampoule form. 

Shaw said he had 
been producing the 
cannabis for his own use 
to save money. 

He denied supplying 
that drug and said he had 
planted seedlings two 
weeks ago. 

Mr Thomas said that 
£3,437 was found in the 
house, which Shaw said 
was a gift from his moth¬ 
er, and savings. 

Stuart McLeese, his 
counsel, said: “He 
accepts fully that what 
he did was wrong.” 


SHOUT now on 
hospital plans’

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TIME is running out 
for Bridgend resi¬ 
dents to make their 
views known on pro¬ 
posed hospital reor¬ 
ganisation, warns 
SHOUT, Voice of the 
Older Person in 
Bridgend. 

It is urging local peo¬ 
ple to take part in the 
ongoing consultation for 
the south Wales pro¬ 
gramme, which ends on 
July 19. 

Under the proposed 
reorganisation, specialist 
NHS services will be 
focused at five centres 
of excellence, including 
the Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Bridgend. 

More than 5,000 
responses have been 
received as part of the 
consultation, but Shout 
is concerned that voices 


in some areas, including 
Bridgend, may go 
unrepresented. 

Liz Gibbs-Murray, 
Secretary of Shout in 
Bridgend, said: “The 
south Wales programme 
represents the safest 
way forward for health 
care in south Wales. 

However, to ensure 
common sense prevails, 
it is important that peo¬ 
ple back the proposal 
publicly via this consul¬ 
tation”. 

The reorganisation 
would see consultant-led 
healthcare at five sites, 
including neo-natal care 
and accident and emer¬ 
gency, based on current 
and future demograph¬ 
ics. 

Mrs Gibbs-Murray 
added: “There is always 
a danger that, if local 
people do not add their 
voices to the consulta¬ 
tion, services could be 
directed elsewhere in a 
less sustainable and 
potentially unsafe alter¬ 
native”. 

The consultation runs 
until July 19 and can be

MP CALLS FOR A 
COMMONS DEBATE 
ON SAFETY GATES 


BRIDGEND MP Madeleine 
Moon, has called for a debate 
in the Commons on the safety 
of automated electronic gates. 

She raised the issue during business 
questions to ask for a debate to review 
the design, installation and regular 
maintenance of automated electronic 
gates. 

The MP said: “Following the tragic 
death of Karolina Golabek in my con¬ 
stituency and numerous other deaths 
and serious injuries involving automat¬ 
ed electronic gates, it is vital that more 
is done to prevent future accidents. 

“As an unpaid patron of the charity 
Gate Safe, I have been supporting the 
campaign for measures to be taken to 


prevent any more accidents.” 

In his response, Mr Lansley, the 
Leader of the House, said: “Many 
Members listening to what the hon. 
Lady says will be interested to learn 
more. If 1 may, 1 will contact my col¬ 
leagues at the Department for 
Business, Innovation and Skills in the 
first instance to see how they might 
respond to the issue that she rightly 
raises.” 

Afterwards, Mrs Moon commented: 
“I was pleased by the positive reply 
from the Leader of the House. I have 
been asking for an adjournment debate 
on this subject for some weeks, and I 
hope that this response will alert the 
Department for Business, Innovation 
and Skills to this important issue.”

There is sufficient expertise in 
Porthcawl for this to happen - if peo¬ 
ple work together.

Partnership ‘making good progress’ 


A PROJECT 
exploring new ways 
to deliver health 
and social care, is 
“making good 
progress”, BCBC 
cabinet members 
have been told. 

Services, including 
mental health and care 
for older people, are 
being looked at to see 
how they can be effec¬ 
tively provided by three 
neighbouring councils 
and the local health 
board all working 
together, a spokesperson 
reported. 

The ‘Western Bay 
Health and Social Care 
Programme’ is bringing 
together the local author¬ 
ities in Bridgend, Neath 
Port Talbot and 
Swansea, as well as the 
Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University 
Health Board to form a 
strong partnership. 

“They have already 
taken a regional 


approach for delivering a 
new family support serv¬ 
ice, which aims to help 
disadvantaged families 
stay together by offering 
support to help them 
overcome issues such as 


substance misuse, which 
can often ruin lives and 
tear families apart. 

“Further health and 
social care services 
could soon be overseen 
by the regional partner¬ 


ship too, with senior 
officers from the local 
authorities currently 
analysing the case for 
and against collabora¬ 
tion,” the spokesperson 
added.

THE month of 
July, (Quintilis, as 
it was once known 
meaning ‘fifth’ in 
Latin) is named 
after Julius Caesar, 
and it was original¬ 
ly the fifth month 
of the Roman 10- 
month calendar, 
which began in 
March around 700 
BC. 

Later in time, 
Januarius and 
Februarius were added, 
moving the first month 
of the year to January. 

Tradition at the time 
stated that odd numbers 
were lucky, adding July 
as one of the seven 
months to contain 31 
days. This was in hon¬ 
our of the Roman 
General Julius Caesar, 
whose birthday was on 
the 12th. The changing 
of the name from 
Quintilis to Julius hap¬ 
pened in 44 AD. 

Reputed to be the 
warmest month of the 
year in the northern 
hemisphere, the 
Gregorian calendar was 
adopted, shortening the 
name of the month 
Julius to July. 

The birthstone of 
July is the ruby, and its 
honourable flower the 
larkspur, adding to the 


fascination of such a 
colourful month. 

July has a few mem¬ 
orable occasions which 
changed the way of the 
world, such as the birth 
of Julius Caesar on the 
12th, Amelia Earhart 
and her plane lost in the 
Pacific Ocean in 1937, 
and on the 19th, Apollo 
11 orbited the moon in 
1969, the day before 
Neil Armstrong made 
history by becoming the 
first man to set foot on 
the moon. 

July is probably best 
known for the ancient 
tradition of St Swithen’s 
Day which is said to 
occur on the 15th. If 
showers take place on 
this day, it will rain for 
40 days. 

This tale dates back 
to 971 AD when the 
bones of St Swithen 
(who died 100 years 
before) were moved to a 
shrine at Winchester 
Cathedral. 

An horrific storm 
brewed up on that par¬ 
ticular day, and it rained 
continuously for 40 
days. People believed 
that the spirit of St 
Swithen was in tears 
because his bones had 
been moved from his 
original place of rest. 


“St Swithen’s Day if 
thou be fair, for forty 
days ‘twill rain nae 
mair”, were doggerel 
lines from the 12th cen¬ 
tury. Another saint’s 
day which falls within 
the month of July is for 
St James, patron saint of 
Pilgrims on July 25. 

This day was also 
known as Grotto Day, a 
particular occasion 
when children would 
make grottos in caves 
and decorate them with 
scallop or sea shells as 
an emblem to their 
saint. 

They would then 
chant: “Please remem¬ 
ber the grotto, it’s only 
once a year. Father’s 
gone to sea, mother’s 
gone to bring him 
home, please remember 
me.” 

A further saint to be 
honoured on July 25 is 
St Christopher, the 
patron of travellers. He 
was as a martyr killed 
in the reign of the 3rd 
century Roman 
Emperor Decius, or 
Dacian, who reigned 
249-251 AD. 

Saint Margaret was a 
popular saint, too, and 
was celebrated on July 
20. She was bom in 
Gloucester and had 


adopted the name St 
Peg, and people all over 
the country would cele¬ 
brate this Victorian era 
lady by making a plum 
pudding called Heg Peg 
Dump. Honouring her 
would bring protection 
against illness and evil 
spirits. Customs relat¬ 
ing to devil dancing 
were traditional during 
olden times, but these 
were banned during 
Elizabethan times. 

Crop circles (circular 
patches upon the hill¬ 
side) appear on flat¬ 
tened fields of standing 
com during July. At 
one time these were 
believed to be circles 
carved out by aliens 
landing upon our planet. 

With devil dancing 
proclaimed to be evil, 
and traditions encoding 
the weak, could the 
month of July hide a 
multitude of ghostly 
beings waiting to 
pounce during the sev¬ 
enth month of the year? 

Olden roads seem to 
attract the silhouette of 
a man who appears to 
be crawling along invis¬ 
ible surfaces. 
Alarmingly, he seems to 
have no face. Are our 
highways safe from this 
spectral image, which 


seems to be intent on 
attracting the attention 
of the living? 

Coastlines along 
south-east Wales seem 
to attract the haunting 
sight of two small pirate 
ships in battle. This 
enactment seems to 
occur in foggy weather, 
tearing along our coast 
before vanishing into 
thin air. 

The eerie vision of 
blood red rain is said to 
fall from the skies on 
the eve of July 17, an 
alarming spectacle for 
any witnesses. The 
blood is alleged to be 
from a giant who was 
murdered by an assassin 
from a forgotten era. 

But could this be a 
tale of fantasy, or just a 
natural occurrence 
embroidered on through 
the test of time? 

Tall phantom figures 
with fire-filled eyes 
seem to roam hillsides 
at the dead of night in 
the middle of the 
month, their shadowy 
images piercing the 
minds of the living. 

But what could these 
eerie images be, and 
why would they seem 
intent on scaring the liv¬ 
ing?

‘The MoD is ignoring Wales’ 

- SAYS THE BRIDGEND MP 


BRIDGEND MP, 
Madeleine Moon, has 
taken two opportunities in 
the House of Commons - 
to urge the Ministry of 
Defence to protect its pres¬ 
ence in Wales. 

Mrs Moon raised the possibili¬ 
ty of job losses at RAF St Athan 
and possible loss of two 
Territorial Army training centres 
at Caernarfon and Llandudno dur¬ 
ing Welsh Questions and a state¬ 
ment by the Secretary of State for 
Defence on the future of reserve 
forces. 

She reported: “A constituent 


visited me at a surgery last week 
regarding the possible loss of 75 
highly sailed jobs from 71 
(Inspection and Repair) Squadron 
based at St Athan. 

“I am very concerned by the 
loss of these jobs and the impact 
it will have on the individuals 
concerned, but also the long-term 
erosion of the Ministry of 
Defence’s presence in Wales. 

“The Secretary of State for 
Wales gave an undertaking to 
raise my concerns with the 
Ministry of Defence and I look 
forward to receiving a response. 

“During a statement on reserve 
forces, I was disappointed to 
learn that two Territorial Army 


training centres will close. 

“This is worrying, because we 
already have quite a small 
Ministry of Defence presence in 
Wales and this will erode it fur¬ 
ther. 

“I asked the Secretary of State 
to look at the impact of his 
announcement on recruitment for 
Wales and the opportunities for 
reservists. 

''I fear the Ministry of Defence 
is again ignoring Wales and the 
contribution it makes to our 
armed forces. Nine per cent of 
army recruits come from Wales, 
and yet these two announcements 
suggest this commitment is being 
overlooked. ”

Evie heads to 
America for 
vital operation 


EVIE BROAD, the little girl 
from Sully in the Vale of 
Glamorgan, who has captured 
the hearts of the south Wales’ 
public, will be having surgery 
in America later this month to 
help her walk, writes TIM 
CHAPMAN. 

Evie was diagnosed more than a 
year ago with a form of cerebral palsy 
called ‘spastic diplegia’. 

Zara (30) and husband Jason (38) 
are thrilled that along with family, 
friends and supporters, they have 
raised the funds necessary to send 
Evie to St Louis Children’s Hospital in 
Missouri which has a special centre 
dealing with children who have cere¬ 
bral palsy spasticity. 

Zara told The GEM: “We have hit 
the target for the operation but need to 
continue fundraising for her after-care. 

“I can't thank my family, friends 
and the public enough for their support 
since we started fundraising. 

“The support has been amazing - 
there are so many kind and caring peo¬ 
ple about.” 

Zara, Jason and their supporters set 
out to raise £60,000 last October to 
enable Evie to have the operation - 
and vital after care. They still need to 
raise funds for the after care. 

The last 10 months have been a 
huge strain on the family, but their 
efforts have been borne fruit as Zara 
explained: “It's been like a rollercoast¬ 
er but we have met some inspirational 
people along the way. 

“So many people have helped us 
raise awareness of the operation and 
the cause and left us with some special 


memories. 

It appears the operation is coming 
just in time for Evie. 

Zara said: “It hasn’t been an easy 
decision but we know it’s best for 
Evie's future. 

“The deterioration process has start¬ 
ed and Evie has now been fitted with 
her second splint. 

“The pain seems to be getting worse 
so I think now is the right time. 

“The after-care is just as important 
as the operation and would not be a 
success without it. 

“We need to continue with this to 
secure her future, so if anyone has any 
new ideas and could help us out in any 
way please contact me. 

“British Airways have been bril¬ 
liant, they have made the process seem 
so straight forward and I can't thank 
them enough for their support with the 
flights.” 

Among the many successful events 
which have taken place across the Vale 
and Bridgend areas were a Zumbathon 
which raised £953; a 55-mile Taff 
Trail bike ride undertaken by Jason 
and his friends which netted £2,000, 
and a ‘psychic night’ at the Watermill 
in Ogmore-by-Sea, organised by 
Hands of an Angel which pulled in 
another £648. 

The pace of fundraising since last 
October was so frantic that Zara had to 
have a rest at Christmas, before throw¬ 
ing herself into more charity events in 
the new year.

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Two brothers 
face trial over 
‘environmental 
vandalism’ 


Crown Court report by AJ SICLUNA 


TWO brothers have gone on 
trial at Cardiff Crown Court, 
accused of what the prosecu¬ 
tion claimed was “environ¬ 
mental vandalism”. 

Waste was illegally buried in a 40- 
acre field at Welsh St Donats, saving 
the defendants millions of pounds, 
alleged Christopher Quinlan QC, pros¬ 
ecuting on behalf of the 
Environmental Agency Wales. 

Before the court are Nigel England, 
50, of Pwll-y-Darren Earm, Welsh St 
Donats; Phillip England, 61, of New 
Road, Pencoed; Site Serv Ltd; and 
England Environmental (Northern) 
Ltd. 

They have variously denied 12 
charges, involving causing the opera¬ 
tion of a regulated facility without a 
permit. 

England Environmental Northern 
owned the field concerned and the 
director at the time was Phillip 
England. 

Site Serv Ltd have a waste transfer 
unit at Llandow Trading Estate and 
Nigel England was a director of Site 
Serv. 

Mr Quinlan said the case was about 
the activity of depositing waste in a 
field at Pwll-y-Darren harm. 

“Waste is regulated by law. You 
can’t dump waste wherever you 
please,” he said. 

By burying the waste, some of it 


consisting of composting activity and 
shredded wood, millions of pounds in 
costs were saved and Mr Quinlan 
alleged it was environmental vandal¬ 
ism. 

He said the case was investigated 
by the-then Environmental Agency 
Wales, which has been replaced by 
Natural Resources Wales. 

The aim of the bodies was to protect 
and improve the environment and its 
remit including the control of pollu¬ 
tion. 

The agency, he continued, investi¬ 
gated waste and facilities for its dis¬ 
posal. 

He said there were many forms of 
waste, including household waste, 
metal, plastic, recyclable and non- 
recyclable, and all had to be handled in 
different ways, controlled by law, and 
all the companies who dealt with it 
had to be licenced. 

“Tons and tons of waste were 
dumped Ltd in the field at the farm,” 
he said. 

In essence, said Mr Quinlan, the 
case concerned the illegal depositing 
of controlled waste and the operation 
of regulated facilities. 

The dime span, he claimed, was 
from March 2007 to May 2010. 

On Wednesday (yesterday), the 
jury, 11 women and one man, visited 
the site. 

The trial continues and is expected 
to last three weeks. 


Rank Hovis 
planning to 
quit Barry? 


A MAJOR employer 
- a fixture in Barry 
for many years - is 
on the verge of 
pulling out. 

Rank Hovis - part of 
the giant Premier Foods 
group - employs 43 in 
Barry at its flour mill, 
and several other compa¬ 
nies are closely involved 
in areas such as trans¬ 
port. 

The announcement 
follows a review of the 
company’s milling 
capacity in light of cur¬ 
rent demand and is part 
of the company’s broader 
strategy to improve the 
profitability and sustain¬ 
ability of the bread and 
milling business. 

There will be a period 
for consultation, before 
any decision is con¬ 
firmed. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
has said he will do every¬ 
thing possible to reverse 
the decision. 

Coun Chris Elmore 
represents the Castleland 
Ward in Barry where the 
flour mill is located. 

He said: “The consul¬ 
tation is just devastating, 
not only for the 43 
employees, but for the 
wider local economy of 
contractors who work 
with the mill. ’’ 

Mr Cairns said: “This 
is a terrible blow and I 
will be meeting senior 


executives in the next 
week, to see what needs 
to be done to stop this 
closure and to save these 
jobs. I also know hauliers 
and other contractors 
who depend on Rank 
Hovis ’ operation. ’’ 

Coun Elmore said: 
“This iconic landmark in 
Barry Dock has been a 
vital employer in the 
town for many years. 

“It is important that 
Premier Foods offer full 
support to the families 
affected by the decision. 
In these tough economic 
times, losing this level of 
direct jobs, as well as the 
wider impact on local 
contracts, is terrible 
news. ” 

Plaid Cymru’s Coun 
Ian Johnson said: “The 
Vale Council and Welsh 
Government must play a 
role in negotiating with 
the company to get them 
to change their mind and, 
if they won’t, then sup¬ 
port the staff and local 
contractors into finding 
alternative work. 

“Barry is currently a 
regeneration area and 
the Waterfront and Barry 
Island are both receiving 
substantial investment to 
create new homes and 
employment. 

“It is a shame if this is 
undermined by compa¬ 
nies leaving Barry, just 
when the town’s future 
looks so bright. ” 


TRADER JAILED 
AFTER fflS 
TIORRENDOUS’ 
TREATMENT 
OF ANIMALS 


A Vale man was sentenced to 

26 weeks in prison at Cardiff 
Magistrates Court, after being 
previously found guilty of 
causing unnecessary suffering 
and failing to meet the needs of 

27 horses. 

Thomas Tony Price (49) of Gian Y 
Mor Lane, Wick, was found guilty of a 
total of 57 offences at Cardiff 
Magistrates’ Court on June 14. 

He was also banned from keeping 
horses for five years and was ordered 
to pay £43,485 in costs to the RSPCA. 

His eldest son Thomas Hope Price 
(26) of Rover Way, Cardiff was given a 
23-week prison sentence after he 
pleaded guilty to 42 charges - includ¬ 
ing causing unnecessary suffering to 
18 horses - at Cardiff Magistrates’ 
Court on May 8. 

The remaining charges involved 
failing to meet the welfare needs of 
these and a further nine horses by 
either failing to address their weight 
loss, protect them from injury, pain or 
disease, or failing to ensure they had 
clean and hazard-free environments 
with dry lying areas. He was also 
banned from keeping horses for five 
years and ordered to pay £36,638 in 
costs to the RSPCA. 

A second son, Tony John Price (19) 
also of Rover Way, Cardiff, was given 
a 12-month community order, includ¬ 
ing 135 hours of unpaid work, and was 
banned from keeping horses for 12 
months. 

He admitted failing to meet the wel¬ 
fare needs of a piebald cob colt by fail¬ 


ing to explore and address its weight 
loss and failing to meet the welfare 
needs of a piebald filly. 

In sentencing Thomas Tony Price 
and Thomas Hope Price to the maxi¬ 
mum prison sentence available. 
District Judge Bodfan Jenkins said: 
“You were running a very large and 
wealthy concern, breeding gypsy cob 
horses. You both allowed the situation 
to become shocking and horrendous - 
you are both fully culpable.” 

Price Senior was the director of a 
business known as Glamorgan Horse 
Traders and Thomas Price was listed as 
secretary of the same business which 
deals in horses across the UK, Europe 
and America. 

RSPCA inspector Christine McNeil 
said: “We are hopeful that the disqual¬ 
ifications mean that no other horses 
have to suffer at the hands of these 
defendants. 

“We worked closely with Bridgend 
County Council throughout this case 
and their assistance was pivotal in 
securing today’s result.” 

The Vale Council also worked on 
the case. The principal trading stan¬ 
dards officer, Christina Roberts- 
Kinsey, said: “The Vale Council has 
worked extremely hard, in partnership 
with the police and neighbouring 
authorities, to see Tom Price brought to 
iustice, and we all welcome the ver¬ 
dict. 

“His actions have caused a great 
deal of suffering to his horses. But, in 
allowing the horses to fly-graze, stray¬ 
ing onto public roads and residential 
areas, he could also have risked the 
safety of the public.”

CROWDS were out in force last Friday 
(July 5) when Prince Charles called in to 
check on the progress of one of his 
favourite social projects - it was a case of 
‘the Prince visiting the Prince’. 

The ‘Pub is The Hub’, a project founded by HRH 
the Prince of Wales, aims to support the endangered 
British local and encourages landlords to diversify 
their businesses and help community groups. 

Eollowing approaches to ‘Pub is The Hub’ by 
Gareth Maund, landlord of the Prince of Wales, Ton 
Kenfig, local Welsh actor Owen Teal, launched the 
first ‘pub heritage’ project of its kind at ‘the Prince’. 

It was only natural, therefore, that Prince Charles 
would wish to include this ancient public house and 
hostelry on his itinerary for a visit during his current 
journey through Wales. 

As well as the local dignitaries and representa¬ 
tives from the community, some 700 local school 
children were invited. The children, together with 
the rich Welsh singing of the Kenfig Hill and District 
Male Voice Choir, gave the Prince a rousing wel¬ 
come. 

He was met by the Lord Lieutenant, Mrs Kate 
Thomas, who presented local dignitaries to the royal 
visitor, before introducing Gareth Maund. 

Mr Maund escorted the Prince up the the stone 
steps, the ancient historic outside entrance to the 
Guildhall which once occupied the first floor of the 
Prince of Wales public house. 

In a room that has been in continuous use for cen¬ 
turies and is now called the Town Hall, the Prince 
met the Tmstees of Kenfig Corporation, members of 
the Kenfig Historical Society, representatives of the 
Kenfig National Nature Reserve, the Porthcawl 
Coastguards and Lifeguards, and the Kenfig Hill and 
District Angling Club. 

VISITORS’ BOOK 

Before leaving the Town Hall, the Prince was 
invited to sign the visitors’ book. 

The Prince was then conducted downstairs to the 
Prince of Wales pub proper. Here, Owen Teal 
explained the interactive display developed by 
Living Data Ltd, before introducing the Prince to 
representatives of local charity groups and charities 
and the headteacher and pupils of Mynydd Cynffig 
Comprehensive School. 

The Prince was taken to the bar area where he met 
members of the Maund family and was offered a 
glass of the local brew. A special limited edition 
beer of only 250 bottles had been brewed to cele¬ 
brate the visit. 

The final port of call for the Prince was the Card 
Room, where the ‘Tuesday Ladies’ have met every 
Tuesday since 1969. The Prince spent some time 
having a relaxed chat with the ladies. 

As he left, the Prince was greeted by singing 
schoolchildren who shook his hand before he left. 

To end a successful day, Gareth Maund, with the 
help of the sponsors, had erected a marquee in the 
field and laid on a ‘hog roast’ and barbecue where all 
were welcome.

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Year of Convoy veterans honoured 


THE Year of the 
Convoy 2013 has 
involved commemo¬ 
rations, tributes and 
remembrance, long 
awaited medals and 
at last gallantry 
awards for our 
heroes! 

The Arctic Star for the 
campaign and Ushakov 
Awards for bravery are 
finally being presented. 

The Battle of the 
Atlantic was a dominat¬ 
ing factor all through the 
Second World War. 
Never for one moment 
could we forget that 
everything happening 
elsewhere, on land, at sea 
or in the air depended 
ultimately on its out¬ 
come. 

During this Year of the 
Convoy 2013, much has 
been achieved to raise 
awareness, pay tribute 
and honour those that 
were there. 

During May, the first 
Arctic Star medals were 
presented by the Prime 
Minister and both nation¬ 
al and local Battle of the 
Atlantic commemora¬ 
tions took place. 

The Arctic convoys 
were the daring ocean 
going convoys during 
World War Two that 
sailed the northern Arctic 
route from the UK, 
Iceland and North 
America to Russia to 
keep them supplied and 
able to fight with the 
Allies.

Wales and her ports and 
men, played a major part. 

The Arctic convoys 
transported more than 
four million tonnes of 
supplies to the Soviet 
Union. More than 100 
ships were lost with 
3,000 sailors losing their 
lives. 

Winston Churchill 
said the arctic convoy 
mission was “the most 
dangerous journey in the 
world”. 

With the permission of 
the Queen, the Master of 
the Merchant Navy and 
Fishing Fleets, the 
British Prime Minister 
David Cameron and 
Russian President 
Vladimir Putin finally 
awarded the first Russian 
Ushakov medals to 
World War Two Arctic 
Convoy veterans during 
a meeting at 10 Downing 
Street on June 16. 

Months of 
June 1940-45 

ON June 19, 1940 the 
Steamship British 
Monarch was torpe¬ 
doed and sunk by the 
German submarine U- 
48 when on passage 
from Bougie (now 
Bejaia), Algeria, for 
Glasgow with a cargo of 
iron ore. 

She was lost with all 
hands. Local men that 
perished included 
Thomas George Bennett 
the Chief Officer, George 
Eric Huebner the Cook 
and his assistant 
Christmas Evan Aspinall 
aged 18, Able Seamen 
Gerald Azzopardi of 


Cadoxton, Michael 

Reynolds, also from 
Cadoxton, Claude 
Melvin and Ali Saleh. 

The following day, on 
June 20, the SS Otterpool 
a British cargo vessel 
was torpedoed by U-30, 
80 miles south of the 
Scilly Isles. Twenty-two 
of her crew and a gunner 
were lost from a total of 
38 including local man 
William Michael Melvin, 
aged 40. 

The SS Tregarthen 
was a British Steamer 
built for the Main 
Steamship Company. On 
June 6, 1941 she was 
sunk by a German sub¬ 
marine when 900 miles 
east of Cape Race. All of 
her crew were lost 
including Andrew 
Johnson, son of Hercules 
and Wilhelmena 

Johnson; husband of 
Dorothy Louisa Johnson, 
of Barry Dock. 

The following year on 
June 9, 1941 the SS 
Trevarrack when on 
route for Montreal from 
the Clyde was torpedoed 
in mid Atlantic. She had 
been dispersed on June 5 
from convoy OB-329; 
she was hit underneath 
the bridge by one G7e 
torpedo from German 
submarine U-101 and 
sank SW of Cape Clear. 

The U-boat had spot¬ 
ted the ship coming out 
of the fog at 17.10 hours 
and reported seeing three 
lifeboats after the sink¬ 
ing. 

However, the master, 
37 crew members and 
seven passengers were 


lost, including a local 
man Denis Walker, aged 
44. 

The SS Baron 
Carnegie was in convoy 
off the Mumbles, when 
on June 11, 1941, she 
was bombed by German 
aircraft, she later sank in 
tow before reaching port. 

Twenty-five crew 
were lost including locals 
Arthur Charles Begley 
(fireman and trimmer), 
ordinary seaman Thomas 
Ewin Marshall Gervaise, 
sailor Marcus Hugh 
Nicholls of Cadoxton, 
ordinary seaman Horace 
Patridge and boy Edward 
James Wallace. 

On June 29, 1941, U- 
651 fired two G7e torpe¬ 
does at the convoy HX- 
133 south of Iceland and 
sank the SS Grayburn. 

The U-boat was sunk 
by the escort vessels of 
the convoy later that day. 

The master, 26 crew 
members including 
David Hilton Payne (hus¬ 
band of Georgina Payne 
of Barry Dock) and all 
eight gunners were lost 
from the Grayburn. 

June 1942 saw 
Japanese submarines dis¬ 
rupt Allied shipping in 
the Mozambique 

Channel between 

Mozambique and 

Madagascar. 

At 9.53 am on June 8, 
1942 the British 
Steamship King Lud was 
torpedoed and sank with 
no survivors. The Eourth 
Engineer Officer Brinley 
Charles Davies, aged 27, 
was a local man. 

The SS Lylepark was a

British Cargo Vessel. On 
the June 11, 1942 she 
was intercepted and sunk 
by gun fire by the 
German Raider Michel in 
the South Atlantic. 

Thirty-six men were 
killed including Edward 
Richard Davies aged 26. 
There were three sur¬ 
vivors. The Lylepark was 
not in convoy. 

The following day, on 
June 12, the SS Hartford, 
a British Cargo Steamer 
when on route from Tyne 
and Oban for Sydney in 
Convoy ONS-100 was 
torpedoed by U-124 and 
sunk south of Cape Race. 
Thirty crew were lost 
from a total crew of 47. 
Joseph Bonnie and James 
Williams of Barry were 
among the dead. 

The dedication on the 
London, Tower Hill 
Memorial is to: “The 
24,000 of the Merchant 
Navy and fishing fleets 
whose names are hon¬ 
oured on the walls of this 
garden gave their lives 


for their country and 
have no grave but the 
sea.” 

The names of those 
honoured are listed by 
vessel and the vessels are 
listed in alphabetical 
order. 

Eor the Merchant 
Navy it was rare that 
most of the lost crews 
would ever be found, but 
although of small com¬ 
fort if bodies were recov¬ 
ered they could be 
returned to their loved 
ones for burial. 

Many countrywide 
that are buried are with¬ 
out a Commonwealth 
War Grave Commission 
headstone. Many in the 
case of the Merchant 
Navy simply did not 
meet the criteria set for 
commemoration. Vast 
amounts of Merchant 
Seamen have no grave. 

During this Year of the 
Convoy 2013, we 
attempt to remember the 
many fallen of the 
Merchant Naval Service

The Llantwit Major

UPDATE FROM THE 
PENARTH RAMBLERS 



RECENTLY, on an overcast 
morning, Jan and John led 
nine Penarth and District 
Ramblers on a walk in 
Gloucestershire. 

Descending through fields, they 
reached Purton hamlet - which was a 
renowned port that exported Eorest of 
Dean timber for use by the Royal 
Navy, and was also the earliest ferry 
port, with a ferry being in operation in 
1282. 

After Isambard Kingdom Brunei 
built the south Wales mainline railway, 
the port fell into decline and ceased 
trading in 1851. 

The group made their way to the 
towpath beside the Sharpness to 
Gloucester canal which is 16 miles 
long with a total of 18 bridges, and 
was a hive of activity with various 
forms of pleasure crafts. 

Eurther along the canal, they 
reached the abutments of the old 
Severn Railway Bridge that spanned 
the river where the Severn and Wye 
railway disaster occurred on October 
25, 1960. 

In the fog, the tanker Arkendale H 
carrying 300 tons of black oil as cargo. 


collided with Westdale H which had 
350 tons of volatile petroleum spirit on 
board. 

A fractured gas main caused an 
explosion and a mighty fire and both 
vessels sank resulting in the loss of 
five lives. 

The group walked across the pon¬ 
toon and swing bridges of the still 
active Sharpness Docks that were built 
in 1874 to accommodate ships that 
were too large to use the canal. 

Crossing fields, a lane led them 
back to the Lammastide Inn at New 
Brookend.

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Magic movie 
beguiles... hut 

ultimately falls short 


AGIC has 
come a 
long way in 
a short time, going 
from pulling rab¬ 
bits out of hats to 
making the Statue 
of Liberty disap¬ 
pear - but what if 
you could use 
magic to rob a bank 
without even being 
in the same coun¬ 
try, let alone conti¬ 
nent, as that bank? 

That is the premise of 
Now You See Me, in 
which a group of illu¬ 
sionists (among them 
Jesse Eisenberg, Isla 
Fisher and Woody 
Harrelson) are pursued 
by an FBI agent (Mark 
Buffalo) and an Interpol 
agent (Melanie Faurent) 
when they do just that, 
pulling a bank heist dur¬ 
ing their performance; 
but are the group’s aims 
as transparent as they 
seem or is there more 
than meets the eye? 

The wonderful thing 
about magic is watching 
it unfold and then, 
comes the big reveal, 
wondering how exactly 
they did that; when you 
see behind the curtain, 
and how they actually 
manage to pull it off, 
then the trick loses some 
of its sheen. 

It’s a similar situation 
for Now You See Me, a 
film that is slick, glossy 
and stylishly executed, 
yet when you peek at the 
‘how’ of it all, leaves 
you feeling deflated and 
a little disappointed. 

Up until then, the 
film, directed with zeal 
by Fouis Feterrier, 
whizzes by nicely - 
superficial yes but

enjoy ably entertaining, 
the plot making very few 
attempts to wring any 
real depth from the char¬ 
acters and their interper¬ 
sonal relationships 
(something that feels 
rather odd); instead, 
cruising by on some neat 
little narrative swivels 
that keep you engaged. 

Feterrier, whose pre¬ 
vious CV has been lit¬ 
tered with CGI over¬ 
loads like Clash Of The 
Titans, reins that tenden¬ 
cy in and instead lets the 
story do most of the 
heavy lifting, though 
we’re never short of the 
occasional camera flour¬ 
ish (although a car chase 
feels very much out of 
place within the piece). 

The film also rests on 
the easy charm of a cast 
who are all capable of so 
much, but are never 
required to do anything 
but the bare minimum 
here. 

Jesse Eisenberg adds 
another intelligent geek 
to his resume, albeit one 
with a slightly harder 
edge than we’ve seen, 
while Woody Harrelson 
is his usual, highly 
watchable self. 

If Isla Fisher and 


Dave Franco are short¬ 
changed by the script 
(neither having that 
much to get involved 
in), then Mark Buffalo 
and Melanie Faurent 
pick up the slack as the 
agents on their tail, their 
relationship getting far 
more of the important 
screentime than that of 
the four magicians. 

The script uses the 
strengths of the actors 
well, their personalities 
giving the protagonists 
far more verve than 
there appears to be on 
the page, and as the 
story plays out you look 
forward to seeing how it 
will all unravel. Sadly, 
the big reveal falls dis¬ 
appointingly short, lack¬ 
ing in logic and feeling 
like there’s been a little 
too much rug-pulling 
taking place. 

It’s the sort of film 
that you would let wash 
over you, if it weren’t 
for the fact that its sub¬ 
ject matter is something 
based on the importance 
of distraction and big 
reveals; but, while the 
ending is flat, the rest of 
Now You See Me makes 
for a pleasing viewing 
experience. 

VERDICT; Backing 
the ‘Tah Dah!’ factor 
come the end, up until 
that point Now You See 
Me is a breezy film that 
makes the most of a cast 
who are enjoying play¬ 
ing with such light mate¬ 
rial; it is a shame that 
the ending isn’t up to par 
with the rest of the film, 
but it’s a blight that 
doesn’t weigh too heavi¬ 
ly upon it. Enjoyable.

Mayor reflects on hnemorable year’ 


AFTER completing her 
Mayoral year, Llangeinor 
councillor, Marlene 
Thomas, could he on her 
way to raising a record 
amount for charity.

One of her favourite engagements 
involved a visit to a new shooting club 
for the blind in Tondu. Coun Thomas 


was among the guests gathered for the 
official opening of the club, which 
allows blind people to take part in the 
sport of shooting by listening out for a 
sound that tells them when their gun is 
lined up to hit the target. 

The former Mayor outshone the other 
guests with two bullseyes! 

Always close by her side and acting 
as an unofficial ‘bouncer’, was her 91- 
year-old father George Davies. 

Coun Thomas said: “Dad was amaz¬ 
ing as my consort. He would enter a 
room full of strangers with me and 
immediately be able to talk to someone. 
Without him, it would have been much 
more difficult and he helped me to feel 
completely at ease. The only trouble 
was that sometimes I had to hold him 
back from the ladies as they were 
always quite taken by him!” 

Recalling some of her other favourite 
moments, she recalled : “The reaffirma¬ 
tion of the Royal Welsh was a particu¬ 
larly special moment for me. 

Inspecting the troops was a fantastic 
honour and I felt like the Queen. I was 
so excited that I even thanked the goat 
Shenkin!

FOLLOWING the 
announcement that 
the results of a pub¬ 
lic consultation 
would he included 
in the decision to 
appoint either the 
Royal Glamorgan 
Hospital 

Llantrisant or the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital, Bridgend 
as the fifth and 
final specialist hos¬ 
pital in south 
Wales, Porthcawl 
Shout Forum vol¬ 
unteered to raise 
public awareness. 

First we helped with 
the June 12 public con¬ 
sultation meeting with 
leaders of the various 
health services in the 
Pavilion. 

PSF had posters 
printed which town 
retailers kindly dis¬ 
played in shop windows 
and we followed up 
with an information 
email chain giving 
details of the event. 

This succeeded in an 
excellent turnout on the 
evening and the panel 
received many probing 
questions on the 


changes and concerns, 
which included the 
present ambulance serv¬ 
ice.

Speaker tells story of 
Island Farm escape 


ON June 25, Mike Clubb spoke 
to the Probus Club at Dinas 
Powys on the history of the 
Island Farm hostel near 
Bridgend, stating that in 1939, 
7,000 people were employed at 
the munitions factory at 
Bridgend. 

He said that 2,000 of them were 
women, but because of the difficulty in 
travel in those days, the level of absen¬ 
teeism among the women was unac¬ 
ceptable, and the Government decided 
to build a hostel for the women on site. 

The theory was that given free 
accommodation of a high standard, 
including hot showers, inside toilets 
and electric irons, unheard of in those 
times, free food, medical care and 
social activities, the women would 
happily stay on site. 

However, the women preferred fam¬ 
ily life and the hostel closed in 1944. 

The Government then decided to 
use the buildings to house German 
PoWs, without fully exploring this 


idea: 150 medically unfit soldiers were 
put in charge of 1,500 young, fit and 
determined PoWs on a site with feeble 
fencing, no watchtowers or security 
lighting, and close to a road which 
would be a convenient escape route. 

A tunnel was soon excavated from 
the hut nearest the fence with soil from 
the digging hidden in a store room, 
apparently unnoticed by the less than 
vigilant guards. 

As a result, escapees were soon 
spread across south Wales, although 
initially only six were unaccounted for. 

It was only when the appearance of 
strangers in towns and on farms was 
reported to the police some days later, 
that the full implications were realised. 

Most of the escapees were relieved 
to be recaptured, after living rough, but 
some got as far as Birmingham and 
Southampton. The tunnel still exists. 

After the war was over, the hostel 
was used to house senior German offi¬ 
cers, including Fieldmarshall Von 
Rundstedt, before the camp was even¬ 
tually demolished.

When horse racing 
graced Stalling Down... 


AS long ago as the 1760s, 
horse racing was taken 
place at Stalling Down in 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 

The Cardiff Borough records 
contain references to race meet¬ 
ings held at Heath Farm in the 
early 1800s; However, for natural 
beauty few of the old racecourses 
could surpass the one at 
Cowbridge where from the slopes 
of Penllyn Castle thousands 
would gather for the Glamorgan 
Hunt Steeplechases. 

The meeting was regarded as 
the 'Derby Day of south Wales' 
and the meeting brought large 
numbers of spectators to the town 
in all sorts of conveyances. 
Bunting was strung up in the High 
Street, adding to the carnival 
atmosphere and the Great 
Western Railway laid on special 
trains of 18 carriages. It was at 
Cowbridge Steeplechases that 
Colonel Sir Harry Llewellyn, of 
show-jumping Foxhunter fame, 
rode his first winner under rules 
in 1930. 

The First Viscount Lord 
Tredegar once won the principal 
race at Cowbridge on Sir Briggs, 
his celebrated charger at the 
Battle of Balaclava in the 
Crimean War. An even more 
unusual winner at Cowbridge was 
a mare called Maid of Killarney, 
belonging to an Irishman,Tim 
Donovan, a Cardiff rag and bone 
man. 

She raced everything on the 
roads to Cowbridge and still won 
when she got there as the other 
horses in the race all failed to 
jump the open ditch. 

One of the most successful 
National Hunt jockeys of his time 
was Evan Wiliams who hailed 
from Cowbridge. The son of Fred 
Williams, the popular starter at 
Cardiff races and mine host of the 


Bear Hotel, Evan was to win two 
Cheltenham Gold Cups and a 
Grand National. When he was 
attached to fellow Welshman 
Owen Anthony's Letcombe Based 
yard he was asked to ride the leg¬ 
endary Golden Miller in the 1936 
Cheltenham Gold Cup. 

Golden Miller, who had set a 
record by winning the race for the 
previous four years, had ran out 
with his usual rider Gerry Wilson 
in the saddle at Newbury less than 
three weeks before there race. 

It must have caused the little 
known Welshman, as he then was, 
a great deal of stress getting up on 
the most popular steeplechaser of 
all time, but Evan showing great 
horsemanship as well as jockey- 
ship steered the mighty 'Miller' to 
a 12 lengths win over Royal Mail, 
the horse on whom he was to win 
the 1937 Grand National. 

One gentleman who certainly 
help up the sporting tradition of 
the Cardiff area was Joseph 
Butler Jones who was known on 
the racecourse as 'Joe the Crwys'. 

The son of Thomas Jones who 
had a bakery in St Johns Street, 
Cardiff, Joe took a keen interest in 
horses and horse racing as a 
young lad and when he took over 
Crwys Earm, situated where 
Maindy Barracks now stands, he 
was able to put his knowledge and 
skills to good use. He had many 
notable successes in his teens 
over the old Cardiff Racecourse at 
Heath and later at Ely. 

On one occasion, in 1865,at the 
old Oakgrove, St Arvans course at 
Chepstow, he showed superior 
horsemanship by winning all four 
races on the card. On his uncle 
Richard Thomas' Cabin Boy, he 
won the Open Hunt Steeplechase 
over four miles and then proceed¬ 
ed to win the Hunt Steeplechase 
over three miles on EM Curre's 
Eather Pat after surviving an 


objection for going the wrong 
side of a flag. 

Cabin Boy was then brought 
out again to win the Earmers Hunt 
Steeplechase over two miles and 
this time an objection was raised 
on the grounds that the owner had 
no land which the hounds hunted; 
Mr Thomas got around this by 
claiming he had land at 
Marshfield near Cardiff. 

Joe then won the Scurry over 
two miles on the appropriately 
named Quick Silver and seeing as 
he led throughout, no- one dared 
this time to raise an objection. 
The grey Cabin Boy was running 
in Joe’s own purple and black 
colours the following year when 
he won the Cardiff Open 
Steeplechase over three-and-a- 
half miles at Cardiff s Ely 
Racecourse. 

He also took the Ely Hurdle on 
his chestnut Adrier and when he 
landed the Hack Stakes over a 
mile on the flat on the same horse 
the following day he came in for 
the biggest cheers of the meeting. 

Lord Glanely and Colonel 
Henry Lewis, of Greenmeadow, 
who at one time owned the Grand 
National winner Little Charlie, 
and other notabilities, were said 
to have been on familiar terms 
with Joseph Butler Jones - and 
judging by his success on the turf, 
this is not hard to believe. During 
his racing career he collected a 
magnificent array of valuable tro¬ 
phies. 

He died at 19 Woodville Road, 
Cathays, Cardiff, on January 14, 
1924, aged 80.

A mid the 

wild 

euphoria 
as red eclipsed 
gold at the ANZ 
stadium in 
Sydney on 
Saturday, the 
quiet man with 
silver hair pick¬ 
ing his way 
through the cele¬ 
brating crowd on 
the pitch had 
rightful cause for 
pride - and wry 
satisfaction. 

For Warren 
Gatland, head coach 
of the 2013 touring 
British & Irish rughy 
Lions had not only 
masterminded an epic 
2-1 test series tri¬ 
umph with a crushing 
41-16 win over world 
number two 
Wallabies - but had 
done so in the face of 
unseemly and ill- 
informed attacks led 
by London-based 
press and TV broad¬ 
casting pundits who 
were hardly support¬ 
ive of the Lions’ 
cause, in the days 
counting down to the 


third and final test. 

Gatland, whose day 
job is that of the 
Wales national coach, 
had been unjustly 
accused of “blind 
bias” in selecting 10 
Welsh players in his 
starting 15 (plus an 
11th on the bench), 
rather than opting for 
a more ‘representa¬ 
tive’ British Isles 
team - and was also 
pilloried for, ‘shock- 
horror’, omitting the 
revered Brian 
O’Driscoll from the 
match 23. 

A torrent of criti¬ 
cism and abuse erupt¬ 
ed in the media and 
online, which ques¬ 
tioned both Gatland’s 
“wrong” selection and 
his integrity, and 
could have seriously 
undermined the 
Lions’ morale and 
preparations for the 
series-settling final 
test. 

O’Driscoll’s out¬ 
side centre replace¬ 
ment, Jonathan 
Davies, was moved to 
say: “//e/? like public 
enemy Number One^’; 
while team mate 
George North noted: 
^^There was a lot of 
negativity over the 


number of Welshmen in 
the teamN 

Former Wallaby 
superstar David 
Campese (ill-advised- 
ly, as it turned out!) 
intervened to tweet - 
^^Sorry, but you have 
just handed the series 
to Australia...’^ 

(Ironically, back in 
1989, we recall, he 
himself did the oppo¬ 
site, gifting a try to 
leuan Evans with a 
fumble on his own 
line, which handed 
the test series to the 
Lions - at what will 
forever be known as 
‘Campo’s Corner’). 

^^Preposterous”... “A 
brazen insult to the 
concept of the 
Lions”.... “Welsh bias 
is blatant”... “The 
(selection) suggests 
bottling...’'' were other 
pointed barbs (and 
worse) aimed at 
Gatland and his team. 

This despite the fact 
that notwithstanding 
his role with Wales, 
the no-nonsense New 
Zealander has repeat¬ 
edly made it clear, as 
I wrote last week, 
that his unwavering 
focus was on impar¬ 
tially selecting ‘‘the 
best team to win the 
series” - rather than 
pandering to partisan 
prejudice among the 
four home nations. 

After such a thump¬ 
ing Lions’ victory, 
only the fifth in 125 
years, who can deny 
that his approach was 
fully vindicated, 
though the dignified 
Gatland was clearly 
shaken by his experi¬ 
ence of British Isles 
tribalism. 

He admitted: “7 was 

absolutely shocked at 
the vitriolic criticism. 1 
haven’t enjoyed the last 
72 hours... it’s been 
tough for me personal¬ 
ly”. 

Knowing exactly 
what kind of backlash 
to expect if his team 
had failed to win the 
series, the former All 
Black hooker had the 
pleasure of seeing 
proverbial eggs on the 


knockers’ faces, after 
a comprehensive win 
that had silenced 
home critics and 
Australians alike. 

(Interestingly, some 
of those in the media 
now loudly hailing the 
Lions’ triumph seemed 
to have conveniently 
forgotten their previ¬ 
ous critical outbursts!) 

The test win had 
been built on a monu¬ 
mental pack effort - 
which finally exposed 
the fragility of an 
Australian scrum that 
was regularly shunted 
backwards almost 
into Sydney town cen¬ 
tre, yielding a clutch 
of penalties for 
deserved man-of-the- 
series, Leigh 
Halfpenny. 

In fact, the Lions 
had barely kicked off 
before they were 
seven points up, 
thanks to an unchar¬ 
acteristic fumble by 
the Wallabies’ star of 
the previous two tests. 
Will Genia, which 
eventually led to 
loose-head prop Alex 
Corbisiero twisting 
over for a try, con¬ 
verted by Halfpenny; 
who six minutes later, 
struck a penalty kick 
from near halfway, to 
erase memories of his 
last-gasp miss in the 
second test. 

An eventful first 
half saw returning 
Wallaby legend 
George Smith briefly 
forced off for treat¬ 
ment after a huge col¬ 
lision with Lions’ 
hooker, Richard 
Hibbard, as the 
tourists’ pack 
remorselessly turned 
the screw up front, 
producing four 
scrum-earned penal¬ 
ties for Halfpenny to 
slot over and a yellow 
card for visibly-wilt¬ 
ing Wallaby prop Ben 
Alexander. 

Meanwhile, an 
increasingly embat¬ 
tled Australia inexpli¬ 
cably turned down 
several penalty kicks 
of their own - bar one 
which Christian 


Leali’ifano successful¬ 
ly landed. 

However, to their 
credit, they somehow 
escaped the Lions’ 
iron grip up front, 
worked their way 
downfield, and laid 
siege to the tourists’ 
line. 

Almost on the 
stroke of halftime, 
outside half James 
O’Connor wriggled 
through for a try con¬ 
verted by Leali’ifano 
- the Lions turning 
round 19-10 in the 
lead and getting set to 
send on fresh legs 
from the bench, 
determined to keep 
the pressure on. 

Within four minutes 
of the resumption, 
though, Lions’ disci¬ 
pline wavered and 
they conceded two 
penalties which were 
punished by the reli¬ 
able Leali’ifano - and 
suddenly, the battling 
Wallabies had cut the 
deficit to 19-16. They 
were not to know 
then that it would be 
the end of their scor¬ 
ing efforts this day. 

As Lions’ forward 
power reasserted 
itself, Halfpenny 
stepped up to add 
three points with his 
impeccable boot, and 
as reinforcements 
arrived, he added two 
more, when he was at 
the very heart of a 
move that saw Jonny 
Sexton stroll over for 
a try which eased the 
tourists into a 29-16 
lead almost on the 
hour. 

Now the floodgates 
began to open as 
Lions’ relentless 
power-play took its 
toll on the exhausted 
men in gold and 
Halfpenny created 
and then converted a 
third touchdown, this 
tme by George North. 

While the broken 
line of defenders were 
warily watching the 
giant winger, another 
planned move saw 
centre Jamie Roberts 
power his way 
through untouched 


for a fourth Lions’ try 
under the posts, con¬ 
verted by you know 
who. 

It completed an his¬ 
toric test series with a 
remarkable 41-16 
scoreboard that will 
be emblazoned in the 
memory of both the 
Lions’ supporters and 
the Wallabies’ - 
though in their case, 
for all the wrong rea¬ 
sons! 

As for the Welsh 
contingent, players 
and coaches who 
played such a huge 
part in the tour’s suc¬ 
cess, they return 
home this week to 
well-deserved plau¬ 
dits, and an all too 


brief respite before 
it’s back to business 
as usual. 

However, the psy¬ 
chological impact of 
that comprehensive 
win over opponents 
they have narrowly 
failed to beat on so 
many recent occa¬ 
sions in Welsh 
colours, cannot be 
over-estimated. 

The key word, as 
always, is BELIEF 
and the manner of the 
final test victory, 
which so closely 
resembled their cham¬ 
pionship-winning Six 
Nations destruction of 
England in Cardiff, 
surely reinforces what 
their Kiwi coach has 
been telling them all 
along - that the men 
from the southern 
hemisphere are only 
human and are emi¬ 


nently beatable. 

Hopefully, it is a les¬ 
son that will stay with 
them as they prepare 
to meet Australia 
again - this time in 
the red of Wales at the 
Millennium Stadium 
in the autumn... And 
looking further for¬ 
ward to Gotland’s next 
big target- the 
Rugby World Cup in 
two years’ time.

The British & 
Irish Lions played a 
total of 10 games on 
tour, scoring 387 
points to I2I 
against. In the tests 
alone, it was 79 
points for, 53 
against. 
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
